I le ('xi>ci-ti'(l to I aMi' to take 
hia seat iu the house when congre.ss met 
in Dpoember, bat vrhen conKreas eon- 
rr ned lit> was unable to leave hia home. 
.Sulisf.|ii( iuly the oath of offlf* as a rop- 
rt'sfiitat i\ (' was ailniiiii^tcroil at lii- rosi- 
detire liv Speaker Keo<l, ami Mr. Ix.au'lall 
wa.s ina<le a iiii iiilier of tlie eoiniiiitteos 
on rules tiud appropriations, the two im- 
portant committees he had served ia for 
■0 aiany years.

Mr. Hatidall then lioped to lie aide to 
take Ilia t:«at and participate actively in 
the atljiirs of tlie house at tlie eonclu- 
aiou of tlif liolidur rocess, hut the dread- 
ed and fatal initlady fnnn wlijch Im suf- 
fered slow Iv hut Hiirels inaih- inroads on 
his htittiit;t.h, anil e;u>h uioiitii auS it 
i>tti>t>ed found him weaker. Mr. ('arlisle, 
his axsocinte on the coiiitnitte<> of rules, 
and Deiuoeiatic iriembertt of tlu; a|ii)ro- 
priation (X)runiittee iind other lienio- 
cratic reoix-hentatixps caJled freiniently 
but regularly noticed Uiat Mr. hundall 
was slowly failing j)hy8ically, although 
mentally he was us active and vigorous 
•sever: and for the pttst two mouths 
they felt that he never would leave his 
house alive, 

During the last few weeks of his life 
he Butfered very much at times, and he 
had liecame greatly emaciated. His de- 
votwl wife and children were untiring in 
their attentions all through hin sickness, 
and his friends ia congress land he had 
a host of them of both political faiths) 
contributed much towara his comfort by 
frotiuent friendly visits. During his last 
hours his wife and family were con- 
stantly at his L)edsido. Mr, I^andall was 
unconscious tit times during the last day 
or two of his life, and was siteechless to- 
ward the end. To Mrs. tiaodail he 
smiled a last fond look of recognition a 
half hour before his death. 

Randall's fiinenol w^ill take place here 
on Thuraday morning. The arrange- 
ments for the funeral will be in charge 
of tbe congressional committee to lx> ap- 
pointed to-day. Mrs. Randall prefers 
that the services be held iu the Metro- 
politan Presbyterian cliurch, of whidi 
Hr. Randall was a member, and not in 
the house of representatives. After the 
funeral aervioe^ the funeral party will 
take a special train over the Pennsvl- 
▼ania railway to Philadelphia, where 
the hiterment will take place in the Ran- 
dall family vault ia Laurel Hill wiae- 
tery. 

Mouriilng at PhllAdelpIiln. 

Philadelphia, April U.— Flags are 
displayed at half-mast over several 
prominent clubs, including all the Dem- 
ocratic clubs, for Mr. Bandall's death. 
PrQminent men of all political views ex- 
press prafound regret for tlie lo.ss of tlie 
eminent statesman. Dr. Jlartin, of this 
city, who was Mr. Randall's pnysician 
from the beginning of tlie fatal illness, 
•ays that Mr. KandaO seemed to have 
knowB since last fall tliat his case was 
hopelesa, though never mentioning tti« 
matter directly. He was never inforuied 
that he had cancer. The doctor con- 
8ulte<l hiK relaMves and friends, and Uiey 
advised against sudi a declaration. Mr, 
Randall may possihlv have known tbe 
tratti, hoWCTer, frotn other

Known Rtateaman. 

Kainiu'l .I.ick^oii Randall wa.s horn in 
Phil. ideipiiia Oct, 10, IS.'S, aiid ni:- c.ireer 
tbrou.i;h life ju-^tilies the a.s-^enion tiiat 
he A V as a Imh ii -.talesiii.iii. lie received 
a good aeadeiiiii; eihi< ati"ii in I pursiioil 
his sliiilie.'^ u il li the lilt en lion ol devoting 
bis life to iiierraiitile ))ur8ililM. -\fler he 
had llni^he 1 his stuilies he obtained a 
position in tle^ e,iuniing rooni of a mer- 
cantile estai>lishnieiit, hut ill a short li ne 
his W( r ; became irlc.-<om(< and he eon- 
ceive<l a dislike for the duties of a mer- 
chant. 

His fnthor, the lata Jusiah R.indall, 
was one of theactivo Deinoi iats of I'nil- 
ndulphia, aii.l he inspired his s ii \vi''i ;v 
desire to enter political lite, winch leel- 
ing in( rea i-d in imensity as he ailciideil 
convc'ilions and iiieeiiiigs until ho final- 
ly ado'j;ed d uj tlie calling mo.^t suited 
to his tnjte.. In 1800^ aooom'wiiieJ by 



his father, he weat lo Ctnoflinati, and 
assisted at the convention that nominated 

Buchanan for president. 

Mr. Kandalt was elected a member of 
the city council ot Philadelphia, whicli 
position he held for years, familiarizing 
himself with city politics, and making 
for himself acqiiaintances and a record 
which were afterwards des^idd to push 
forward his political fortunes. In 1858 
be was elected to the Pennsylvania state 
senate, of which hesoon beoametheiaoet 
ooBspioaous member. 

'Woen the dvfl war broke out he took 
strong grounds in favor of the main- 
tenance of the Union, and while be dif- 
fered with the administration on many 
points of method, be was oneof the most 
steadfast supporters of an individed 
country to the end. He was at that time 
a member of the First troOi^, Philadel- 
phia city cavalry, anl volunteered, with 
hia command, uader President Lincoln's 
first call for troops, and served the 
ninety days. 

In l86:ii he was elected to congress 
from the Third Pennsylvania district, 
and has been re-elected to each succeed- 
ing session, serving continuously since 
that time. In 1873, whenthe Democrats 
gained control of the bouse for the first 
time since L8ttl, his friends tried hard to 
have him eleoted speaker, knowing that 
he possessed the qualities to essentially 
fit him fur the position. The party cau- 
cus, however, decided against him, and 
iu favor of M clmel C. Kerr, of Indiana. 

Then cuine what was probably the 
most delicate and trying period of Mr, 
Itundall's political career. In 1^76 he 
was elected speaker, at a time wlien the 
disimte alwut tue Tilden-Hayes presi- 
dential election excited congress t<> a 
condition bordering on fury, and almost 
brought the country to the verge of an- 
other civil war. Suspicion was so keen 
that ordinary parliamentary coiirte .y to 
a political opjioiient was the cause of 
severe party criticism, tind for the last 
month of the session the speaker had to 
e.vert all his ability and strain to tlie ut- 
most of his inrtuence with his I>-"'ty to 
steer the ship of state safely. Throiigti 
the e.\citing ordeal he passed with pro- 
nounced success, expediting in a marked 
dagree the settlement of the vexed oues- 
tion which agitated the country. While 
ho could filibuster when necessary to de- 
feat a bill he considered very bad, he 
was quite as able to choke off obstruc- 
tion wheu the country was in peril 
from it 

He wiis re-elected .speaker for the two 
following ternus, serving iu that jMisitioii 
until Man-h A, ISfl, when the Ilepubli- 
cons too< the house for a term. When 
the Democrats again obtained control of 
the house, the divisions in that party on 
the revenue issues led to his defeat for 
BjM'jdiership aud to the election of John 
<f. Carlisle, Hut Mr. llandall always re- 
tiined the c >mrnanding position his 
tiiients h.ad won for him, and grew in 
reputation. .\s s|)eaker be wati not 
tender in the administration of his oHice. 
He w:us .1 comiiiari.ler, aiul riile<l th(! 
house with a heii\ y hand. While he 
w.us thoroughly comersant with the 
rules, and always judical in his de- 
cisions, he fre(|iie:.tly denounced iu 
vigorous and empliatic language the un- 
ruly lie havior of some of the members. 
He w;uj a leafier in the chair as well as 
f)n the H(ipir. and when he grasped the 
gavel he wield" I a rinJ of iron. From 
the lii-st Ml-. Kaiidall w;u4 re •o:;uii!ed in 
con-ifr-s as a power, and finally he be- 
came the recogiii/.ed leader of hi^ party. 

le sfi v 1 in turn on all the import- 
ant committees— the committee on rulos, 
on liankiu.;. on elections and on appro- 
priations— of which latter committee he 
was tlu- cliairiuau aud dominating spirit 
when his party was in power. 

.'or tiio past, few yeiir^ the stand 
wliioh Mr. I{indall had assumed on the 
tuiiil (piestiou graduallv ahenati*d liiiu 
from the majority of nis party, both 
state ami natio.ial, and although no man 
imjieached his fidelity or sincerity to 
the ja-iuciples of democracy yet this 
separ.itioii from his associates had uii- 
double.lly gie.iily weighed upon his 
mind, aud add <! to the other drains 
ui)ou his phys.c.il system. 

lu apiie.iraiice Mr. liaudall w:i3 what 
mi^dit tie call si a peculiar man. His 
coiinteiiaace was rather lK)yish, but 
eingularly winniii;,' an 1 attractive. His 
feet and hands were >mall ami shapely, 
but he h;id a way of drawing up his left 
shoulder that mide one of his arms ap- 

f)ear longer tiiau the other. In walking 
le st*'l.>ped out Oriskly, with shoul lers ,1 
little stooped, and a gait that was r itlier 
Blia.uhliiiL,'. But though his eiiseiulile 
Wius stiiiving, his dress added to the 
o<ldity of his appear.auce. For more than 
twenty-live years he wore the same 
style of clothing aud no one ever seemed 
to Have si'ea him iu a new suit of 
clolhe-4. A cutaway coat, thrown loosely 
back, baK^y trousers, a trille hiinchy at 
the kne.'s. and a low cait vest, all with 
a tin^;e of a'j:e ,il>out theiu: imiuauuiato 
linen, coiiif' 1 lai lie shixts and a remaik* 
able hat coiniileted his attire. 

-Mr. h'aiidall \v;i« a jKwr man. lie was 
twenty-ei'j:lif years a meiuher of the 
li use. yet no one h;us over bt'en found to 
reflect, even iu the si glite4 degree, ujiou 
his inii'gru . or honesty. He was prol)a- 
b y po.iii r in purse wlien he died than 
wlieii he came to Washington, away 
back in tlie tinny-eighth congress. He 
owned the modest residence iu which he 
lived on ( apitol Hill. It is not worth 
more 'hail jt-"),(K)(l, and represents the 
savings of ne.irly half a lifetime. H(» 
made very liiile m mev oiilside of his 
salary, and, ludeed. had very little time 
to spare from his public iluties. Out of 
liis salary he always met the expenses 
incident to his election; and while these 
wi re coinpai.itiv ely light and kvoiiid pjuss 
the severest scrutiny, thev w.tc, nevt.'r- 
theless, a hea\ y dr.tin up m his meagre 
income, lie made It a iiiiif.inii pra^^tice 
to return all contributions made by 
frien.ls towards these expenses, which, 
with ch 11 aclerislic. iudepi-udeiice, he 
lu-c fi'rred lo iM'.ir hitnself ratlier than 
placi' liiiu^elf under oulig.ilioin to auy 
one. 

The storii s gleaned from the lobby as

A lawyer, who w»s his boiom friend, 



tells that he carried $10,000 in his pocket 
for months, having tiadertaken to (Ave 
it to Randall as a retainer in behalf of a 
certain corporation, but ootdd never 
muster the courage to give it to him, or 
even broach the subject. On one occa- 
sion a wealthy blanket manufacturer, 
knowing that Itan lall was a very poor 
man, and having a profound admira- 
tion for him. sentnim a check for $.500 
saying that a.i an old friend and constit- 
nent he believed it his dutv and privi- 
lege to make this subscription to help 
pay his election expenses. The check 
was promptly returned with a letter so 
enrt tnat it would have mortallv offend- 
ed any one who did not make allowance 
for Randall's tnarmity o( temper la this 
respect. 

\Vhen asked, once, if he did not carry 
his independence or indifference in such 
matters to au i xtreme. he reiilied: "No; 
there is no middle groimd iu such mat- 
ters. I dra.v the line at the beginning. ' 
His comparitive poverty is a moimm nt 
to Ins stei lin i iiile ;rit v. 

Mr. Kan lall sc.>riied a public man who 
ap|)ointed any of liis own relatives to 
ofuce. His brother wanteil a Kiiropean 
cousiilship, and he coiihl have secured it 
for hini. for he was close to the adiiiin- 
Lstra ion al the lime. Mat .Mr. Uaiidall 
Btiii'ililv re 11 e l. and did the sam • thing 
with other reia'ives: at the sam • time no 
man was iiioie loyal to frieii<is than he. 

Mr. Kanil.dl was an iinlefatigalile aud 
unieiniitiiu wii. ker. He p issessi'd the 
f;i 'llty of apiireciatioii to a wonderful 
de*ree. ami ae\-,.r il.i-ged at the must 
l.alKiriou- la k, lb' iicmt lost a moment 
while ai woi ii. l\ \v,is his habit lo go to 
till' commit ee lo mi e uly in the morn- 
ing, there to work away steauily till the 
house conveue<l. Then he sat at his desk 
for a few moin.'Uls until the order of the 
daj' was determined iliniii: but even dur- 
iti'.' fli.it short time ho would be seen 
biisily emjiloyed ill writing letters. If 
the -e wa> notli ug to claim his atlentiou 

iu the pro dings he would soon return 

to the coiuiuitiee room, there taking up 
his worK ,)u>t wiiere he left it, wiUiout 

the lovs of a llloaieur. 

The fa ibty with which he turned 
froai one sui>ie, t to another, taking up 
the threa<l where he dropped it, has 
often U'eii rein irked. In the peculiar 
character of the work UDoli the gre.it 
appropriation bills, where a thous.iud 
si'piira e and c inilicting interests are to 
be served, this f.iculty w,is invaluable to 
hini. Mr. Kaiidall worked a great deal 
at home It was his castom to take 
with him ou the adjournuieai of the 
house a great pile of paj)ers with which 
he busi<'<l himself during the e\ euing. 
He w;us very fond of iris home and 
family and s|>eut its much of bls time as 
possible at his own fireside. 
pIlAtul a moileHt littUi home it is. It is 
situate^l on C street, Washington, oue of 
the quietest tlioroughfart« of a (juiet 
neiglil) irho )d. The j>lace was lx)ught 
by Mr, lv;inda!l .al)out sixths u ye.u-s 
ago. wlieu he w,is a simple member of 
cou ,;re,s-,. and j><>ssil)lv h.ul no tliou>;ht 
of the distiuc: ion that awaiti'd him. The 
interior of t!i<' house is as plain as the 
outside: but though lackiut; in lu.xury 
then.' is all aliout that air of retineiiient 
and culuire sv.iicli bciitted a man of h'lS 
tem]h'ianient. 

Mr, Itaa lall ha I bai few amasem'>nts 
Or rtHTeji'ioa. He never went to the 
theater, very nu-ely to church, and dined 
out i)ossibly once a week. When tjues- 
tioned oace ao<Jut his amusements. Mr. 
Randall, with a twinkle in his dryly 
remarked th.it the auiu.se.iieut from 
which he derived the great-est amount of 
j)le;isuri' wa-t to lie returned each elec- 
tion/rom a dist i 't which iu cither re- 
siiecis gave a ilcpubli<;an ma jority. His 
habits of life were of the simplest 
nature, and he always made it a rule, if 
possible, to sleep ten li(jurs, retiring 
early and arising with the tirst gle:un of 
day. 

(')ne of Mr. Kand.iU's ixn-uliarities was 
his remarkabk' ret iceiies ,il Hint himself 
and his .affairs. Alxiut twelve ye.ai-s ago. 
whea his iiaiiie first l)egan to 1m> proini- 
lleutlv mentioned in conuection with the 
presii\en;ial nomiii.ition of the jicnao- 
cr.itic i)ariy. a well known newspaper 
corresiwiiideiit w!io wanted to t-ompile 
his biograpliv. w.is surprised to find no 

Imblished ilale .available. He sought .\Ir. 
iaudaJl an I a-ik • I him for some of the 
details ot his <'arly life, telling Uiiu the 
purpose fo:- wiiich he desired ihein, .Mr. 
Randall told liim. in his bliint way. that 
he would tiad all that wa- worth know- 
ing about him in the congress onal di- 
rei'tory Tiie correspondent consulted 
that ri'i)osiLoi y of the autobio^^raphics of 
statesmen, and was surprised t.o tiiid 
that whih^ the records of some coUL;ress- 
luen h irdly known out of lli.-ir own ilis- 
tricts coiitaaie I between 'lOO ;iiid litMJ 
woiils. le-s lliui one hundred wer.- eiu- 
ployi d to chronicle the record of the 
man who was the liavler of the hoiiso. 

.\s another instance of his retic^^'uoe, 
it is related t !iat iiist after the famous 
Oak View coalerence, where President 
Cleveland o illiued his message to Mr. 
Raudall, a p r-^oual fnoml asked him 
what he ha 1 he.inl alK)ut it, "I did 
hear," w.is Mr. liandall's laconic reply, 
"that they irot as far as free whisky. 

To Mrs. Itji'idall he w:i.s singnl.'irly de- 
voted. .She is a daughter of t)ie late 
(ten. Ward, who was at one time a 
member of congresa from New York. 
She is a woman of somewhat refined 
tastes, rather adverse to taking an active 
part iu the s .ei.i! display of Washington 
official life, anil iu such matters had ab- 
solute swa> .iver Mr. Randall, lie never 
questioned her decisions iu social affatls. 

In .luly. lS8-<. .Mr. lUudall w^u< sud- 
denly faki'ii seriously ill iu Washington 
with henioi iMage c)f the stoin leh. Dur- 
ing the previo, is tlire'i months he had 
under..'one s ev. ral very severe aa.l try- 
ing surgical operations iu l'hila<l< li>hia, 
which L;r M' I . naji.iireil his coii-.ti tution. 
Till' li' iii aril I e develojied iiiU) inllain- 
matiaii of the b iwels, his condition rai>- 
idly grow worse, .m l at one time it was 
feared that his recovery was an ini[)osai- 
bility. He rallied, however, aud 
in the latter part of the 
mouth was rem.ived, by ad\ie'o of 
his physician, from Wu'shin^t m. He 
was liikeu toacountrj' se.it, •( "as-anea," 
near Wayne Station, Pa,, which had 
been jnovid d for him. He n luaiuod 
here till Hoc, 1, when he returned fo 
Washington, greatly improved biU not 
by any means a well man. He nev«r 



fully recovered from thto attack, and. 
although k. . tily interested in tariff 
legislation and in the maintenance of a 
high protective policy by congress, be 
was never .able to resume his seat and 
continue the work he loved so well. 

By the death of Representative Kelley, 
BIr. Randall was entitled to succeed him 
as the "Father of the House," by reison 
of longest continuous service. It may be 
said of lum that he died in tba hernf, 
a^^biio BMtt •bwhilelj wUhoot a

A telegram from Colombas, O , this 
morning brought the sad news that 
Coionfii John W. WtttsoB's lajttries had 

proved fatal. 
He died at forty minutes past one 

o'clock tl)iB mornioj?. His wife and four 
of bis children were at his bedside in tlie 
hoar of death. 

The accident that called Colonel Wat- 
eon from the busy scenes of life hap- 
pened on Wednesday eveniiiK of last 
week. He hid gone toColambus on a 
bnainess trip for the firm of Poynts A

junior member. On the eveniag men- 
tioned he started totake the Little Miami 
train for Cincinnati, but ren(;lifd ttie 
depot jost as it was on the point of start- 
ing.

This threw his body 
aronnd and across the rail, hut some of 
the crew had seen him fall and had giv»D 
the alarm, and the train was cbecked be- 
fore the next trnckfl renched blm. 

He was taken to tit. Francis Hospital, 
where the physicians decided that ampu- 
tation was necessary, ami I he left leu was 
taken ofl just below the knee. He rallied 
from the accident and the operation well, 
und was '»'f>"i!; nicely until Satur- 

day, when his family was summoaed to 
his bedside. He breathed his last this 
nQorninu' at the hour named. 

The deceased was lifty-foiir years old. 
He was bom at Mtllersburg, Bourbon 
County, l>nt spent most of his life as a 
resident of .Mason County. For many years 
he had been a citizen of Mayeville. His 
wife, who was a Miss Pepper, snrvives 
him. He leaves eight children— foar 
sons and four daughters. 

Mr. Watson was one of the most prom- 
inent Knitthts Templar of this city. He 
was a Past Eminent Commander ot M iys- 
ville Commandery No. 10, and stood hitch 
among his fraters and the Sir Knigbts 
throughout the State. His family have 
the deepest sympathy of the community 
in their great bereavement. 

The remains will arrive here on the F. 
F. V. this eveninir, but the date of the 
funeral has not yet ix t-n announced.
